In Hamlin As Incentive to Bond Drive 


Big Number I s Lucky One for Cir l Refugee 


Tate May, President of the F. 
& M. National Bank of Hamlin, 
has been advised that J ones Coun­ 
ty is to be among the 8 8 counties 
which will be honored with a 
visit from the replica of the Lib­ 
erty Bell on its Texas tour. 


Program for the display of the 
replica will permit showing at 


Anson, Hamlin and Stamford. 
The schedule calls for the bell 
to leave Sweetwater at 4:00 p. m. 
on Monday, J une 26th and this 
should permit arrival in Hamlin 
at about 5:15 p. m. 


It is felt that the arrival of the 
bell will serve as a stimulant to 
the bond sales in Hamlin, as the 
replica will arrive just prior to the 
close of the campaign on J uly 
Fourth. 
May feels that J ones County 
is keeping pace with the sales 
drive and a suitable program in­ 
cidental to the arrival of the bell 
will be arranged. 
A great deal of publicity has 
been released in connection with 
the arrival of the bell in larger 
cities of the state with many 
notables participating. 


Jess Young Well 


Passes Pay Section 


Of principal interest to Ham­ 
lin oil circles this week is the 
failure of the Wheelock Drilling 
Co. J esse Young well to show signs 
of pay from any of the structures 
through which it has passed. 
Thursday reports were that the 
well was at a depth of 5065 feet 
and had passed through about 10 
feet of Strawm sand that showed 
no color or odor. 
Next horizon to be watched will 
be the Strawn reef which should 
show at about 5150. 
The well is 
slated as an Ellenburger test and 
has been encountering very hard 
formation since passing 4100 feet. 
J oe Culbertson’s well was re­ 
ported at 4600 feet with the Strawn 
sand expected at about 5050 feet. 
An offset has been staked for a 
J . G. Whaley Well which will be 
660 feet west of the discovery 
well. 
This is to be drilled on the 
original Sohio Oil Company block. 
Lester and Duffield have estab­ 
lish ed a location on the Phillips 
I land three miles east of Boy d’s 
Chapel. This is to be a 3500 foot 
' Swastika test. 
An east offset to the J. P. Bing- 
hem well is said to be planned 
by Lester and Duffield. 
Round Top Oil Company has 
started the G. A. Poe Number 10 
| in the Round Top field.

Spray ing machines were busy 
Wednesday on both day and night 
shifts as new developments arose 
in the fight of the city against 
flies and mosquitoes. 
A new spray ing compound has 
been perfected which bears the 
reccommendation of various cities 
in West Texas. The liquid is said 
to be substantially more effective 
than DDT spray s used in the past 
and was strongly reccommended 
by Brown wood in particular. 
The spray is most effective in 


destroy ing flies in the day time 
and does its best w'ork against 
mosquitoes at night. 
It has been particularly notice­ 
able that mosquitoes are not a 
civic problem this y ear and city 
officials are encouraged in the 
success of their campaign. In ad­ 
dition to the use of spray trucks 
over the area of the city , hand 
spray s have been employed as a 
means of reaching the pests in the 
culverts and ditches. 
Capsules 
which react in water are also em­ 
ployed as a localized treatment.
